WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meeting 
on Feb. 20, Mr. J. C. Long read a paper on ‘“‘The Con 
struction of Concrete Canal Locks.’’ This was followed 
by one on ‘‘Antique Bascule Bridges Compared with Mod 
ern Practice,’’ by Mr. K. Hellenthal. The paper described 
particularly fhe Lombrardi design of rolling lift-bridge 
and the Ardagh design in which there is no fixed center. 

ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF PHILADELPHIA.—At the 
meeting of Feb. 16 a paper on ‘‘Standards of Meascure- 
ments in Field Engineering’’ was read by Mr. Benjamin 
Franklin. After emphasizing the importance of accuracy 
in measurements, he considered the inaccuracies due to 
differences in standards and instrumental methods. What 
is known as the Philadelphia Standard is .25 ft. longer per 
100 ft. than the United States Standard. In Boston the 
variation ranges from .104 to .02 ft. per 1) ft, and in 
New York from .1 to .017 ft. per 100 ft. These differences 
often cause contusion, especially where city engineers are 
working in conjunction with railroad engineers or others 
who use the Unifed States Standard only. The methods 
of making measurements by the rod, the chain, the steel 
tape and the stadia wires were then considered 
advantages and limitations were pointed out 

AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At the 
meeting on Feb. 20 a paper was presented on “‘The Con 
struction of Gravity Land Filters at Nyack, N. Y.,"" by G 
N. Houston, Assoc. M. Am. Soc. ©. E. The paper was 
printed in the ‘“‘Proceedings’’ for December. A very 
troublesome clay was encountered in the work and sev 
eral changes in plan were made. Mr. Jas. S. Haring. 
M. Am. Soc. C. E., who was engineer for the beds 
during a part of their construction, sent a written 
communication detailing the history of the work 
There was also a written communication from Mr. Jas. H. 
Fuertes, M. Am. Soc. C. E., describing how somewhat sirg- 
ilar material was handled at Newport, Isle of Wight 
Trenches were dug and the walls built before the main 
excavation was attempted. No one seemed willing fo dis- 
cuss the paper orally. The topic for the meeting on March 
6 will be ‘‘Flow in the Sewers of the North Metropolitan 
Sewerage System of Massachusetts,’” by Theodore Hor- 
ton, Assoc. M. Am. Soc. C. E. 

WESTERN RAILWAY CLUB.—At the meeting held at 
the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, on Feb. 19, Prof. Storm 
Bull, of the University of Wisconsin, read an interesting 
paper on the machinery and transportation departments of 
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the Paris Exhibition. Prof. Bull was a member of the 
jury of awards at the exhibition. In the discussion, Prof. 
H. L. Breckenridge, of the University of Illinois, referred 
to the beautiful finish and the economical fuel consump- 
tion of some of the foreign steam engines, and spoke also 
of the handsome appearance of the foreign locomotives. 
Mr. 8S. M. Vauclain, of the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
described the difficulties encountered in arranging for an 
exhibit, and remarked that while the foreign engines were 
built specially for exhibition the American engines were 
simply selected from regular shipments. As fo the finish 
he thought there was much unnecessary time and expense 
involved in this, and as a matter of fact foreign railways 
which place orders in this country are now requiring less 
and jess of this high class finish, as they realize that 
American engines give excellent performance, even if they 
are less elaborately finished. As to the working parts, he 
considered the workmanship on the American engines fully 
equal to that of the foreign engines. 

A topical discussion on ‘Bolts, Nuts and Keys; and the 
part they play in engine and car construction,’’ was opened 
by Mr. G. W. Rhodes, Assistant General Superintendent of 
the Burlington & Missouri River R. R. He illustrated 
certain defects in practice in the use of nuts, split keys, 
etc., and showed that an engine with loose parts could not 
give its full effective performance. Mr. R. Quayle (C. & 
N. W. Ry.) said that the remarks made would lead him to 
investigate the arrangement of bolts, nuts, keys and nut- 
locks on all his engines.
